B.F, CHEN sugrested that the etudents already selected should be sent to 
Peiping as soon as possible, but TAN Kiet~hock objected, arguing that great 
care was needed in selecting atvdents who were to go; those who ‘2d been 
se’ected had not yet been properly screened, their numbers fall short of 
the requirement; end there was also the financiel difficulty. The proposal, 
he argued, should therefore be postponed for the time being, The meeting 
accepted TAN Kiet~hock's view, only HSIAO Keng supporting B.l, CHEN's 
proposals, 


ENO00 Terg-fu then moved thet the question of sending students to China 
should be considered again after the Second Politieal Consultative Assembly 
in Peiping,** This motion wes unanimously approved. 


It is renorted thet the students will probably attend the Oversead Chinese 
Training Camp (@# 4% $ hip ) in Peiping and thet the eourse will last 
from six months to a’year, ~~
